Tells  High  School 
Guidance  Officers

Plans  for  the  new  Center  are 
progressing  according  to  schedule 
and  September  1963  is  still  the 
target  date  for  occupancy  jointly 
by  Purdue  and  Indiana  University 
Centers,  Dr.  C.  H.  Lawshe.  Dean 
of  Technical  Extension  at  Purdue, 
told  nearly  seventy-five  at  the 
second  annual  diner  for  high  school 
principals  and  guidance  officers  at 
Holiday  Inn  on  November  27.  Dean 
Lawshe  had  charted  the  statistics 
gathered  on  Center  enrollments 
and  the  continuity  of  their  progres 
toward  the  baccalaureate  degree. 
It  showed  that  the  rapid  spread  in 
the  breadth  of  student  courses  de- 
mands after  the  second  year  would 
mean  that  until  enrollments  had 
multiplied  several  times,  a  four- 
year  program  here  would  not  be 
feasible. 

In  answer  to  floor  questions,  the 
dean  also  pointed  out  that  neither 
the  operations  in  the  Centers  to 
date,  nor  the  building  plans  iin  de-
